inside tho shell that pcrndtt! the air to 
pa.'iH from one chamber or cylinder at a 
time into a distinct, and Kt-p.arate cylin 
dor which contains tho piston and op- 
orntes the Uy-wheel of the machine. Py 
this method the raacliino can bo kept 
running for fivo minutes or perhaps 
l(ini.' r, and ynt show very iiii.lc chan.gr. 
on the proHsuro gauge. Tli-! plan i:< t.o 
allow one third of the air t;; "scape 
from oi»o cv linder, and then that oin' 
is connected, and ao ou until ono cyl 
inder has boon used to that extent, 
when th'i maidiino \h stopped and great 
show is niaile, as of oourso, the iuilicfit- 
ed preHsure in exactly the same as it 
was before tho wbeid went around. 
Not a drop of water is used at any 
time. Tho wator story is used at any 
time.

Gordon's-'deaih \v;ll bo rucuivud with 
world-wido royiot, whilu in tlio country 
wliioh has known him beat it will liu cun - 
mdorcd almost a person:il buro: voniont. 
In the midst of tHo iudiguatiim thatia folt 
nil ovor t;ro:vt Britain ttt tho bungling and 
luiiniliiitiiiy course of tho govbrnment in 
rcard to Soudan, tho f;vto of (Jrenonil 
IJordon will Cidl for a larf;o sharo of pub- 
lic thojight and sympathy. It ia a sad 
and cruel end to a nublo lifo. Though 
still in tho priino of lifo so ruth- 
IcBdly cut rll, (jori'on had passed through 
mon. iiirilliu;,' oxpcricncos and had acoom- 
plirthcJ inoro good iu tho world than 
usually fall to tho lot of oven dirttingu- 
ihhoil uion. Eutoicil as a r<iyal onginoor 
in 1852, tJordun naw liis tiiat war sorvioo 
iu tho Cniuoa from Doc. , ISa-i, to May, 
135(5, boiii;,' Wdumiod in tho aoigo of 
Soba.stapul. Aftor poaco had boon madii 
ho wan uniployed iu surveying and aottl-

jmuiia and KoordiMiaii. \t tho tinio of 
Eiis^liiiul's dililculty with Oliina in 1857 S 
(iiKilon «a.s ou^^agod in tiio uxpodition 
ajiaiosi rokiii, and, reuiaining in tho 
cuiiiitry aflor poace with England waa ro- 
Mloroil, ho was inducod to untor thu sor- 
vioo .'f tho Cliinose OTii|ionir.

Viol. ■rioo.H Army, ' m loading \\\w\\ aijain.st 
tho formiiiablo Tail^inl robollion, ho 
(janu'd hid sobriiiuot of "Chlncio Gor- 
d"n." A powerful trilw (if savauo bri- 
!>andn had doQud tho powor of tho Eni- 
piiror and woro carrying all boforo thoni, 
dovastating tho country, demolishing 
its famous old cities and ruining 
oomuiorco by d.;H|ioiHng tho silk and toa 
district.-*. Cruelly ami riot accompanied 
thcso barbarous luu-i'od; but, from tlio mo- 
nuuit of tlio aJvoMt of (iordon their anc- 
COHS wa.s al an omi. IJo bUCCOoded in 
dividing ihoir fcrcoa, and afterwards in- 
varial)ly deroaloil lliom in every cngage- 
nioiir,, till tiio iiaiiv,;.-', bogiiii to regard hiiii 
with a suiierstilious fear, and his very 
nuino was a terror. Gordon was British 
vico-cnnsul of tho Delta of tho Danube 
from LS71 till 1873, when lio undertook 
an oxpeditinn into Africa under the 
nuBpicoa of the Khedivo of Egypt, who 
appointed him governor of the provincus 
of tho eiinatorial lake.^. Subsequently he 
was creatod a p.isdia, and in February, 
1877, tho Khedivo appointed him gov- 
ernor of tho whole of Soudan. During 
that year lie travol-'d tlie whole of his 
priivince, L'oinu rapidly frrmi place to 
place on his droun-d iry , making friends 
of tho people, luicifyinii hoitilo tribii.s, re- 
moving unworthy odicialB, and every- 
where winninjf osteom and love by his 
gonllonosa and fu'innesa. IJo afterwards 
brought to an mid a tedious war with 
Abyssinia, and was alao the chief iiiBtrn- 
ment in dealroying die power of tiie slave 
trade in Contr.il .-\frica. In January, 
1H80, ho retired from the goveinorahip of 
Soudan. Ho afterwards went to India as 
socrotury to Lord llipon, hut resigned 
tho position and made a flying visit to 
China. In May, 1881, he accepted the 
couimiuid of the royal enginuors at tho 
JIiniriliuH, where Ills term of oflice ex- 
pired with his altninmeiit of tlio rank of 
mujor-goncral. Tho yovernmont of the 
Capo of Ciood Hope appointed him to an 
important post in March, 1882, but he 
resigned it in the following October, in 
consoquenco of a dis.igrooment with tho 
Capo mini.>3U'y. During his residence in 
Kiiglaiid, bi;-LV.eeii ihu periods of active 
life abroad. General (iordon lived quietly, 
devoting his time and money to philan- 
thropic purposes. l!y many ho waa looked 
upon as a visionary oiitlumiast but thoso 
who know him better woro witnossoB of 
his own pure lifo and his goodness to 
others. Like ihaf (.tj-.or gicvU, soldior, 
Sir liurtle i'Vere, ho, ,vhs a. cliristiaa and 
Bouglic to take auv:in!ai,'C of hia contact 
witii heathen natioiia for tho work of 
evangelization. Liu may be aald to havo 
been one of thoso who fought with tho 
sword in one haud and tho biblo in the 
other. When tho rebellion broke out in 
the Soudan and liicka IV.aha'a army waa 
d(!»troyc-d Gorduii ivaa in tho liorvicu of 
Kinu of the Helgiaiia. Llo roaigned at 
the earno:-it aoiicitation of frladstoiio and 
enlerud the iiostile country. He found 
hia work of pacification fruitless and 
gathering about him a small but deter- 
mined a.riny ho ontrciichod himself in 
Khartouui. Tho expedition under Lord 
Wolaeley six iiioutlis ngo was for tho pur- 
pose of resuuiugGordon; biitas the rescuers 
were uearing Khartoum tho groat aoldior 
and brave Chriatiun leader fell a victim to 
the tri-acliery of hia generals. Thus haa 
Ijciisiioii in.iu ;iio earth ono of tho 
nebloMt aiiirita of inodern times.
